To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  Tamworth 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
for  the  year  1952,  and,  in  doing  so,  point  out  that  I  took 
up  my  appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in 
November,  1952. 

INFANT  DEATHS 

Fourteen  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  the 
year  as  compared  with  ten  in  1951  and  seven  in  1950.  The  rate 
per  1,000  live  births  was  71.8  as  compared  with  44.4  and  35.3 
in  1951  and  1950  respectively. 

Seven  of  these  fourteen  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under 
the  ;ige  of  one  month.  Three  of  these  Neo  natal  deaths  were 
due  to  Prematurity,  three  to  Congenital  Abnormality  and  Birth 
Injury,  and  one  death  was  caused  by  Pneumonia. 

Seven  infants  died  between  the  ages  of  one  month  and 
one  year.  Three  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  Pneumonia,  two 
to  Septicaemia,  one  to  Congenital  Abnormality  and  one  to 
Bronchitis. 

Still  birth  Rate  was  25.0  as  compared  with  24.4  in  the 
previous  year. 

Birth  Rate  was  15.1  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  17.1  in 
the  previous  year. 

Death  Rate  was  13.1  as  against  13.6  for  1951. 
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MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

During  the  year  there  were  no  deaths  in  the  Borough 
due  to  Childbirth. 

There  were  124  domiciliary  confinements,  50  confine¬ 
ments  at  Nursing  Homes  in  Tamworth  and  26  confinements 
at  Hospitals  outside  the  Borough. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Fifty  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted  to  Hospital 
during  the  year,  but  the  disease  did  not  assume  epidemic 
proportions  and  resulted  in  no  deaths. 

The  cases  of  Measles  notified  were  half  that  of  the 
preceding  year. 

Ten  deaths  were  attributable  to  Pneumonia. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  1952. 
Diphtheria  immunisation  was  well  maintained. 

In  view  of  the  brevity  of  my  office  during  1952,  I  have 
no  further  comment  to  make  regarding  the  state  of  Public 
Health  in  the  Borough  for  that  year. 

I  will  now  proceed  to  make  my  report.

HOSPITALS 

All  hospitals  in  the  Borough  are  included  in  the  Lichfield, 
Sutton  Coldfield  and  Tamworth  Group  under  the  Birmingham 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  are  as  follows  :  —

MATERNITY  ACCOMMODATION 


No  maternity  accommodation  is  provided  at  the  Hospitals' 
in  the  Borough  and  any  cases  for  whom  hospital  accommodation 
is  considered  necessary  have  to  go  either  to  Lichfield  or 
Birmingham. 

CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES 

These  are  under  the  County  Council  (except  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  and  Orthopaedic  Clinics)  since  the  5th  July,  1948. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  twice  weekly  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays. 

An  Ante-natal  Clinic  is  held  fortnightly. 

A  School  Clinic  is  held  weekly. 

Eye  Clinics  are  held  monthly. 

Dental  Clinics  are  held  for.  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers,  children  under  five  years  and  school  children. 

Tuberculosis  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Lichfield  Centre, 
Sandford  Street. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  weekly  at  College  Lane, 
Tamworth.  They  are  staffed  by  a  religious  order  of  nuns  and 
supported  by  voluntary  contributions  and  fees  for  other  than 
elementary  school  children  and  children  under  five. 

There  is  no  local  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  in  Tam¬ 
worth.  Patients  are  referred  to  the  hospitals  at  Birmingham, 
Burton-on-Trent  and  Nuneaton.  Regular  insertions  of  the  times 
and  places  of  clinics  are  made  in  the  local  Press. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

The  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for  the  provision 
of  ambulance  services.  Ambulances  are  available  for  non- 
infectious  cases  from  Mile  Oak  or  Lichfield,  for  infectious  cases 
from  Lichfield  and  smallpox  cases  in  a  special  ambulance,  for 
the  County  from  Stafford. 

LABORATORY  WORK 

Bacteriological,  pathological  and  chemical  examinations 
are  done  at  the  Medical  Research  Laboratory,  Stafford,  since  the 
5th  July,  1948,  formerly  the  County  Laboratory.

All  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  have  a  piped  supply, 
either  direct  into  the  house  or  by  means  of  standpipes.

Rainfall. — The  Rainfall  for  the  year  1952  was  23.73in. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  bulk  supply  from  the  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company,  it  was  possible  to  give  a 
continuous  supply  to  all  consumers  throughout  the  year,  at 
pressures  ranging  from  •3olbs.  to  8olbs. 


During  the  year,  ii  samples  of  water  have  been  obtained 
by  the  Health  Department  from  domestic  supplies  in  various 
parts  of  the  Borough  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  and 
chemical  examination. 

The  results  were  satisfactory.  The  water  is  not  plumbo 
solvent.  There  is  a  fairly  high  degree  of  hardness. 


OPEN-AIR  SWIMMING  BATHS 

Routine  samples  were  taken  during  the  summer  months 
when  the  baths  were  open.  Bacteriological  analyses  were  all 
satisfactory.  “  Break-point  ”  chlorination  was  used. 

These  baths  are  a  very  valuable  health  asset  to  the 
Borough  and  are  well  patronised.

THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Raybon  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1952. 

Last  year  a  start  was  made  for  dealing  with  houses 
considered  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  two  Clearance 
Orders  were  made  involving  18  houses.  During  the  past  year 
it  was  possible  to  make  a  further  Clearance  Order  involving 
14  houses  and  this  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Local 
Government  and  Planning.  Three  other  houses  were  dealt 
with  under  Section  ti  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  demolished, 
making  a  total  of  17  for  the  year  and  35  over  tw'O  years. 

Whilst  this  figure  may  not  appear  large  it  must  be 
remembered  that  action  by  the  Health  Committee  is  related 
to  the  Estate  Committee  being  able  to  make  houses  available 
for  the  displaced  tenants,  and  in  view  of  the  latter  Committee’s 
own  housing  list  it  can  be  considered  creditable. 

The  general  work  of  sanitary  administration  is 
summarised  in  the  various  tables. 

Meat  and  food  inspection  has  again  taken  up  a  major 
proportion  of  my  time  and  whilst  the  number  of  cattle 
inspected  shows  a  drop  of  400,  pigs,  sheep  and  calves  show  an 
increase  of  1,600  carcases.  Sunday  killing  again  took  place 
during  the  peak  periods. 

The  duties  imposed  on  the  Department,  as  the 
Committee  must  realise  from  experience,  are  considerable  and 
to  carry  out  adequately  the  important  legislation  for  the 
safeguarding  of  public  health  in  this  Borough  with  a  sole 
Sanitary  Inspector  is  virtually  impossible.

The  inajorily  of  the  milk  retailed  within  the  Borough 
is  pasteurised  and  sold  as  such.  One  producer/retailer  is  an 
“  accredited  ”  producer. 

One  dairy  is  licensed  to  pasteuri.se  milk  and  the  principle 
adopted  is  by  the  “  holder  ”  method.  One  dairy  obtains  the 
supply  pasteurised  and  bottled  from  a  large  wholesaler. 

Inspections  of  dairies,  vehicles  and  vessels  have  been 
made  and  attention  directed  to  any  contravention  of  the 
Regulations. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

.An  employee  of  the  Council  is  trained  and  engaged  in 
part-time  rodent  control  work. 

Seventy-nine  inspections  were  made  and  fifty  premises 
were  found  to  be  infested.  The  facilities  provided  bv  the 
Council  were  made  available  to  the  owners  or  occupiers  and 
the  infestations  were  successfully  treated  by  pre-baiting  and 
poisoning. 

Half-yearly  treatment  of  the  sewers  and  periodical  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  Council’s  refuse  disposal  tip  has  been  carried  out. 

SANITARY  SUPERVISION  OF  PLACES  OF 
AMUSEMENT 

The  cinemas  and  other  places  of  cnlertarnment  liave 
been  periodically  inspected  with  regard  to  their  sanitary 
accommodation. 

The  managements  have  been  found  anxious  to  maintain 
the  conveniences  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  any  defects 
found  have  at  once  been  remedied.

The  Slaughterhouse  of  the  Butchery  Department, 
Tamworth  Industrial  Co-operative  Society,  is  used  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food. 

The  accommodation  and  facilities  available  at  the 
slaughterhouse  are  still  the  same  and  the  comments  I  have 
made  in  previous  reports  regarding  the  unsatisfactory  conditions 
which  arise  still  apply.

The  slaughterhouse  is  also  used  for  Casualties  ”  and 
animals  referred  for  slaughter  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order, 
1938.  There  is  no  separate  slaughtering  or  hanging  accom- 
inodalion  and  these  killings  have  to  be  fitted  in  with  normal 
slaughtering. 

Of  the  46  cattle  condemned  on  account  of  Tuberculosis, 
35  were  cows  and  of  this  number  14  had  been  referred  for 
slaughter  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938,  the  remainder 
had  passed  through  the  collecting  centres. 

In  order  to  keep  abreast  of  the  work,  and  to  enable 
supplies  to  the  butchers  being  available  without  undue  delay, 
it  is  necessary  for  me  to  devote  a  considerable  proportion  of  my 
time  to  meat  inspection.
